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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed May 8, 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that "activating a low power subsystem when the CPU enters the low 
power mode" is not taught in either references. Examiner disagrees and submits that the rejection is based on combination of: Ditzik 
teaching activating a low power subsystem when the CPU enters a power mode associated with the dosed position; and Kim teaching 
the low power mode associated with the closed position of a laptop computer such as Ditzik's for reducing power consumption. Applicant 
alleges that "independent of the CPU, using the low power processor of the low power subsystem to access data contained within the 
computer system memory" is not disclosed. Examiner disagrees as Ditzik discloses data communication with the low power subsystem 
without explicitly declaring that the access is to be dependent on or conducted through the CPU. As such, Applicant's arguments are 
deemed not persuasive and the rejections are respectfully maintained. 
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
